On TV Repairs 


Senator Lewis F. Sherman of 
Alameda County, chairman, Sub- 
committee on Electronic (TV) 
Repair, has announced a hearing 
in Oakland, Feb. 23. This is a 
subcommittee of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Business and Profes- 
sions. 

“The Bureau,of Electronics Re- 
pair Dealer Registration has been 
functioning since 1963,” declared 
Senator Sherman. “During that 
time thousands of complaints 
from private citizens have been 
handled with 3,000 coming in the 
past year, . Most of these have 
been considered’ quietly and end- 
ed in satisfactory adjustments. 
However, fraudulent practices 
have beeh uncovered by the in- 
vestigators Who then moved on 
to license revocation. In the light 
of this activity the subcommittee 
will consider the recommendation 
of the ‘Little Hoover Commis- 
sion,’ that the work of the Bureau 
is now finished and that local 
government should now assume 
its function,” 

“As this meeting should be of 
interest to consumers as well as 
members of the industry, the 
public is cordjally invited to at- 
tend the hearing,’’ concluded Sen- 
ator Sherman. ‘‘Please notify my 
office immediately if you desire 
to testify at this hearing. In the 
interest of time, it is suggested 

that you limit your presenation 
to between 10 and 15. minutes and 
also furnish) the committee with 
10 copies of your. testimony.”
